After executing a casual, yet very graceful 
acrobatic backflip, Burt Lancaster philoso- 
phized as follows: 

"Muscles don't make an actor, but they 
sure help, 

"I don't say that I wouldn't have become 
an actor without them, but it would have 
been a slower process, and I'd never have 
been able to play my latest role/" 

He was referring to "The Flame and the 
Arrow," In it, the former circus trouper en- 
acts a hero described as part Robin Hood, 
part Tarzan. part William Tell and partly * 
the late Douglas Fairbanks, Sr*, an assign- 
ment requiring more muscular prowess than 
anything this side of Samson, 

Lancaster recalls that his very first picture 
made muscles absolutely necessary. He 
played the role of a prizefighter in "The 
Killers/' and for much of that drama he was 
seen in the ring walloping assorted oppon- 
ents. 

After that, he went into "Brute Force," 
the very title of which made it imperative 
that he have bulges under his sleeves. In 
"Desert Fury" he was a cop. and cops with- 
out muscles would be pretty inadequate cops* 

"So that's what I mean," Lancaster con- 
cluded. "Muscles have helped make me what 
I am today. Without them, Vd have been a 
parlor or bedroom hero, which isn't half as 
much fun."
